Washington, Nov. 15..— Some very 
plain, blunt answers to the interroga- 
tories of the monetary commission re- 
garding improvements in the currency 
system of the United States have been 
Bubmitted by -Mr. Horace White. 


Mr. "White is an outspoken advocate 


ot. the retirement of the greenbacks 
and the adoption of an elastic banking 
currency based upon business assets. 
He declares that the silver 
dollars 


ehould be redeemed in gold, and that in 
a financial sense there is no difference 
between the several forms of govern- 
ment fiduciary circulation, of which 
silver dollars are a part. "The latter," 
he declares, "are metallic greenbacks." 


He does not believe that the amount 


»f curculation presented for redemption 
•would be any greater than at present 
it silver were redeemable in gold. In 
answer to the questions regarding the 
maintenance of the gold standard, Mr. 
White says: 
: I would recommend the redemption, re- 
tirement and cancellation of all legal tcnd- 
«l*r notes, as a first step. Probably the 
sliver certificates and silver dollars would 
tuerealtor remain at par with cold, like 
tie outstanding thalera of Germany, and 
would not be presented for redemption In 
any considerable amount, belnjf 
needed, 


like the smaller sliver coins, for circula- 
tion In retail trade. After the retirement 
•f the lesal tender notes we should be able 
to see better what to do neit. 


For the purpose of facilitating the use 


•f existing silver currency, the smallest 
denomination of United States notes and 
bank, which should be put in circulation 
la $10 at first, but this should be made a 
•natter of experiment, the object being to 
d»term Ine the dimensions of the Qeld of 
circulation which will absorb the silver 
/currency, leaving tbo rest to bank notes.

Withdrawal of the treasury notes of 1300, 
«,nd of the United States, on tne ground 
that there is no certainty that the Rnv 
•rnment will always redeem them in gold. 
Mere uncertainty is always a drawback to 
business prosperity.

Tate. 


If it shall be decided to retire the United 


States notes, it can bo done without add- 
Inc to our bonded debt by cancelling all 
that are receivc'l at the treasury for taxes 
or presented for redemption, or all so re- 
celled over and above the government's 
necessary disbursements. 


Will ISe No Bonds. 


Mr. White believes that in process of 


time it will not be possible to rely upon 
national bonds as security for 'bank- 
note issues, because of the extinction 
of the public debt. 
In reply to the 


questions whether any safe and prac- 
ticable plan can be devised for using 
other securities, he says he thinks not. 
. He believes that 50 per cent of the 
paid-up and unimpaired capital of the 
bank should be the limit of the note 
Issues, and that a cash reserve should 
be held for the recteirption of notes, 
"the same as now provMed by law for 
deposits." 


All bank notes should 
be 
redeemable 


at the commercial center of the country, 
«nd alao at their ewn counters. Perhaps 
an exception should be made of the I'a- 
oific coaBt, on account of distance. The 
requirement of redemption at the bank's 
counter was found to work no hardship, 
under the Suffolk bank system, since as 
»uch specie was customarily deposited In 
tbe country bankn JIB was called for by 
depositors of note holders.

Masher saw the reptile had worked

had stretched its tail out a short dis- 
tance.' He pushed the board to, believ- 
ing the anaconda would pull within its 
cage again. 


Instead, it wriggled out and wrapped 


itself several times about Masher. The 
latter screamed for help, and the pony, 
frightened by the big reptile, began 
jumping about. 


This probably saved Masher's life, 


for the reptile unwound itself from him 
and completely encircled the 
pony. 


Masher fell to the floor unconscious, 
while the big snake continued to crush 
the pony until life was extinct.

Canada Not to Be Allowed to Steal a 


Marcli on Newfoundland. 


St. Johns. N. F., Nov. 15.—The caht- 


net of Sir James Winter will formally 
assume office on Tuesday next at noon. 
Sir William Whiteway and his col- 
leagues in the retiring ministry re- 
signing their portfolios two hours ear- 
lier. 


• The ne^v premier will prohably, im- 
mediately on attaining power, claim 
a representative ior the colony of New- 
foundland at the reciprocity confer- 
ence between the United States and 
Canada, now sitting at Washington. 


His justification for this step is the 


fact that the late James G. Elaine, 
when secretary of state, signed a reci- 
procity convention with Newfoundland, 
dated in 1890. 


The British government disallowed 


this treaty because Canada was not In- 
cluded in its preferential arrangements. 


Now Newfoundland will claim that 


Canada is not entitled to negotiate for 
reciprocity unless Newfoundland is in- 
cluded in the benefits of the scheme. 


NOT QUITE READY.
